he DeKalb County 
driver education 
course is consid- 
ered to be the most 
advanced and thor- 
ough driver educa- 
tion in the nation. It provides 
both modem teaching methods 
in classroom and laboratory ex- 
periences. In the classroom the 
students learn traffic laws and 
also how to avoid collisions. The 
student’s grade is based on 
classroom tests; however, they 
still are required to pass driving The driving range is an excellent place for students to receive in-car experience. 
tests and simulation tests. The 
simulation room is equipped 
with thirty simulators. Each re- 
sembles the dash and _ floor- 
board of a real car. Students re- 
act to films shown on a large 
screen and the simulators check 
their responses with the correct 
response for the situation. The 
driving range gives the students 
in-car experience in dealing with 
intersections, expressways with 
entrance and exit ramps, and 
parking areas with angled, paral- 
lel, and perpendicular spaces.

Advanced Placement Program 


he 1987-1988 
school year was a 
banner year for stu- 
dents taking Ad- 
vanced Placement 
(AP) classes. Stone 
Mountain High offered six ad- 
vanced placement courses, a 
very high number. DeKalb Coun- 
ty Schools are very lucky to be 
able to offer such fine programs 
for desiring students, as many 
counties in Georgia offer no AP 
classes, and few individual 
schools can offer as many as six. 

Students take advanced place- 
ment classes for several rea- 
sons. They are offered first-rate 
coverage of great quantities of 
college material, preparing them 
for things to come. They are giv- 
en points for passing on a five 
point scale, giving GPA‘s a great 
boost, and they are able to take 
AP Exams.
